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Cuts will 
hit county 
services 

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE is heading 
for the most savage funding cuts it 
has experienced in generations. 

Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil has revealed its draft budget for 
next year which threw light on to 
a new world in which street lights 
are turned off, libraries are closed 
and hundreds of the authority’s 
staff are left facing an uncertain 
future. 

The council’s leaders described 
the proposals as the “toughest” 
they had ever faced and echoed 
David Cameron’s calls for the pub¬ 
lic to pull together under the ban¬ 
ner of the Big Society. 

Council cabinet member for fi¬ 
nance Cllr Bill Parker said: “Tough 
decisions need to be made and I’m 
confident the proposals hit the 
right balance in helping us ease 
the burden of national debt, pro¬ 
tect tax payers and the most vul¬ 
nerable adults and children and 
invest in those areas people have 
said are most important to them.” 

On Monday it was announced 
the council would lose £23m of 
Government funding - £1.4m more 
than it was expecting to lose. 

Over the next four years the 
council will have to make savings 
of £136m, including £68m of sav¬ 
ings next year. 

One of the biggest savings is ex¬ 
pected to come through staff re¬ 
dundancies. The draft budget sug¬ 
gests 600 people could lose their 


Council house 
rents to go up 



RENTS are set to rise by almost six per 
cent for more than 12,000 council ten¬ 
ants in Northampton. 

Northampton Borough Council’s cabinet is set 
to consider the rent rise consultation paper that 
has a proposed rent average increase of 5.77 per 
cent to fall in line with Government policy. 

If approved, it will mean the majority of the 
council’s 12,500 tenants will pay between £3 and 
£4 a week extra. 

Councillor Sally Beardsworth (Lib Dem, King- 
sthorpe), cabinet member for housing, said: 
“These are tough economic times for many peo¬ 
ple but we have to follow the Government’s rent 
policy and are in a position where we have no 
alternative but to increase rents. 

“Even then, the increase will not fund all the 
money that the council has to pay back to the 
Government and the council’s Housing Revenue 
Account - the money that supports council prop¬ 
erties - will be £500,000 out of pocket.” 

Guideline rent increases set by central Gov¬ 
ernment average 6.8 per cent nationally. 

Northampton Borough Council’s guideline in¬ 
crease is 6.9 per cent and following Rent Restruc¬ 
turing guidance, that equates to an average of 
5.77 per cent increase for 2011/12. 

The Government also sets a subsidy that North¬ 


ampton Borough Council has to pay from its rent 
income to the Department for Communities and 
Local Government (CLG), which is £2.9m. 

The proposed rent increase would yield £2.4m 
and the borough council will have to make up the 
shortfall in the money the Government is expect¬ 
ing to receive. 

A total of 6,200 people can expect an increase 
of £3 to £4 a week and 4,868 tenants will pay be¬ 
tween £4 and £5 more. 

Councillor Beardsworth said if the council 
chose not to increase rents at all, the entire £2.9

million subsidy would still have to be paid to the 
Government. 

She added: “We will be doing everything we 
can to ensure that our tenants receive value for 
money for their rent and the best-quality service 
that we can provide.” 

Although tenants accepted the council’s hands 
are tied they said the increase is unwelcome. 

Norman Adams, of Defend Council Housing, 
said: “This is an increase double the rate of infla¬ 
tion so without doubt it’s going to hit people and 
tenants won’t be pleased.”

Top schools 
earn praise 



LEAGUE tables have been 
published detailing the per¬ 
formance in Key Stage Two 
of all the primary schools 
in Northamptonshire. 

The tables, released by The 
Department of Education, show 
that seven schools in the county 
managed to secure a 100 per cent 
pass rate for pupils achieving the 
Government target of level four 
or above in English or maths in 
2009/10. 

One of the best performing 
schools in the Northampton area 
was Boughton Primary School 
which achieved a 94 per cent pass 
rate. 

Headteacher Paul Archer said: 
“The league tables are only one 
part of the big picture. We are 
a school that puts each child’s 
needs first. We aim to give them 
the motivation to succeed. 

“There is so much more to 
learning than English and maths 
and we aim to develop the whole 
child. All the staff here work as a 


team and work well together to 
make each child successful.” 

Other schools that finished in 
the top 25 schools in the county 
were Overstone Primary School 
and Wootton Primary School. 

Pauline Hulse, headteacher of 
Overstone Primary School said: 
“Obviously we are delighted. 

“We have put a lot of hard work 
into making sure the results are 
good and do a lot of work through¬ 
out the whole curriculum, not 
just in English and maths. 

“We have lots of art, dance and 
sports activities which we think 
make a difference to children’s 
performance in the core subjects. 
We think that it gives pupils a 
more rounded education so they 
are not just good at passing ex¬ 
ams. We think it is important 
that the children are interested 
in the world around them.” 

Lorraine Schofield, headteach¬ 
er of Wootton Primary School, 
said: “All the staff at the school 
do their very best to ensure that 
everyone achieves their full po¬ 


tential.” 

The tables also showed each 
school’s figure of Contextual 
Value Added (CVA), which is 
the Government’s measure of 
schools taking into account the 
circumstances of children attend¬ 
ing the school that are beyond the 
school’s control. 

The best performing schools in 
the Northampton area for CVA 
are Cogenhoe Primary School, 
Vernon Terrace Primary School, 
Rothersthorpe Primary School 
and Yardley Hastings School. 

Jill Gardner, headteacher of 
Yardley Hastings Primary School 
said: “The children and staff have 
worked very hard and have done 
very well. We are very proud of 
the children.” 

The 52 schools in the county 
that chose to boycott this year’s 
exams were not able to be ranked 
in terms of Contextual Value 
Added (CVA) or in performance 
in English and maths but teacher 
assessment scores are available

A FATHER from Northampton 
has praised the help of a charity 
which helped him following the 
tragic death of his baby son. 

Paul Scully, of Saddlers Square, South- 
fields, suffered the loss of his 14-month- 
old son Travers-James last month. 

The youngster was found in distress in 
his bed by mum Helen Scully-Sloan one 
evening and, despite frantic attempts to 
revive him by Mr Scully, he was declared 
dead at the scene by paramedics.

“T. J. was a lively, cheeky little boy who 
had a smile constantly etched on his face. 
We still can’t believe he’s gone.” 

The family said they are still grieving 
deeply for Travers-James but have been 
given valuable help from Northampton- 
based Children Are Butterflies. 

The charity raises funds to help off¬ 
set the cost of funerals for children and 
helped pay the majority of the £5,000 cost 
faced by the Scullys. It also offers coun¬ 
selling for mums and dads and an online 
forum where bereaved parents can talk 
about their feelings. 

Mr Scully, aged 44, said: “It was won¬ 
derful to have that load taken from your 
shoulders. 

“Apart from the financial help I could 
just email them and they would answer 
my questions quickly and sensitively 

“They have eased some of the pain, fi¬ 
nancially and emotionally for us.Anyone 
who wants to donate can send a cheque to 
Children Are Butterflies, 148 Beech Av¬ 
enue, Abington, Northampton NN3 2JN.

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Rail unions 
call strike 



THE chairman of the North¬ 
ampton Rail Users' Group 
has branded train drivers 
who are to strike just two 
days before Christmas as 
'bully boys' who want to 
cause 'havoc'. 

Drivers from the rail franchise 
London Midland yesterday an¬ 
nounced they are planning to 
strike on Thursday, December 
23, over a row dating back three 
years about pay and conditions. 
Members of the ASLEF Union are 
unhappy about pay discrepancies 
between former employees of Sil- 
verlink and Central Trains. The 
two firms merged when London 
Midland was formed and some 
drivers have complained they are 
still paid £1,200 a year less than 
their counterparts, even though 
they do the same job. 

Brian Binley, MP for North¬ 
ampton South and chairman 
of the Northampton Rail Users 
Group, said the strikes, which 
will affect services to and from 
London, have been organised to 
cause the most disruption at a 
time when commuters are trying 
to get home for Christmas. 


Mr Binley said he had little 
sympathy for the train drivers. 

He said: “This is meant to 
cause havoc. It is meant to cause 
ordinary people havoc and I find 
that unacceptable. I think in this 
age where everybody is cutting 
back and people from small and 
medium businesses in Northamp¬ 
tonshire have not had a pay rise 
for two or three years the train 
drivers are not helping in any 
sense at all.” 

ASLEF official, Mick Whelan, 
said the strike followed a “ludi¬ 
crous” situation of drivers be¬ 


ing paid differently for doing the 
same job. He said: “We have been 
negotiating for three years to har¬ 
monise the conditions of drivers 
from the two companies - more 
than 600 in all - but our efforts 
have been resisted by manage¬ 
ment all the way. 

“Some drivers are being paid 
£1,200 less than other drivers for 
doing exactly the same job. It is 
a ludicrous situation and we will 
be taking strike action to demon¬ 
strate the strength of feeling of 
our membership at London Mid¬ 
land.”

A FORMER patient of the 
cancer unit at Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital has 
returned to the place where 
she was treated hoping to 
inspire others. 

Former Macmillan Cancer Sup¬ 
port fundraising manager for the 
county Lisa Donald took part in 
the Chronicle & Echo’s Strictly 
Chron Dancing competition in No¬ 
vember. 

The 40-year-old, who now works 
as exams manager at Northamp¬ 
ton College, got to the final with 
her dance partner Adrian Laitt, 
but was beaten to the title by 
ex-Olympic trampolinist Jaime 
Moore and her dance partner Nick 
Osborne.

I personally feel it will give a lot 
of motivation to other people who 
are going through treatment to 
see someone who went through it 
coming back to show them there 
is life after this harrowing experi¬ 
ence.” 

Consultant haematologist Dr 
Jane Parkes said: “I think this is 
going to give the patients hope that 
there’s a future after treatment for 
cancer, that Lisa is fit and well and 
able to do something like this.” 

Speaking afterwards Lisa said: 
“Dancing at the unit brought back 
many memories for me, some good 
and some bad. 

“Being treated there and know¬ 
ing what it’s like to be a patient sit¬ 
ting there waiting for your name 
to be called to go for treatment is 
a tormenting time. You want your 
treatment but you know it’s go¬ 
ing to make you feel so vile after¬ 
wards. 

“It was a pleasure for Adrian 
and I to see smiles on these pa¬ 
tients’ faces and return to show 
that I have come out the other side. 
I know I have been very lucky.”

TAXI drivers in North¬ 
ampton have warned 
spiralling costs could 
mean an increase in 
fares, as research shows 
petrol prices have hit a 
record high. 

The average price of a litre 
of unleaded petrol rose to a 
record 121.76p last week, ac¬ 
cording to monitors Experian 
Catalist. 

With increased fuel duties 
and a higher VAT rate expect¬ 
ed in January it is expected 
prices could rise by a further 
3.5p in the near future. 

Although the price of diesel 
is 8p below its record of July 
2008, the average price per li¬ 
tre is more than that for a litre 
of petrol, at 125.73p. 

And taxi drivers in North¬ 
ampton have said they cannot 
continue to absorb such high 
prices for much longer. 

Taxi driver Joe Matthews, 
chairman of the Northampton 
Hackney Carriage Associa¬ 
tion, said: “We haven’t had a 
fare increase in two years and, 
while we don’t want to start 
cutting off our noses to spite 
our face, there comes a point 
when fuel has gone up, servic¬ 
ing has gone up and road fund 
has gone up that we’re going 
to have to put prices up. 


“The odd penny on fuel 
prices doesn’t sound like a 
lot but it’s a penny here and 
two pence there and it all adds 
up. 

“The prices never seem to 
go down and with the VAT 
increase coming in January 
we’re wondering where it’s 
going to end.” 

Meanwhile Martin Dean, 
Road Haulage Association 
area manager for the county, 
said he believed the rise in 
petrol prices could put many 
hauliers out of business. 

He said: “We are very dis¬ 
mayed about the increase in 
fuel prices. It’s something 
that’s very unwelcome to the 
whole business community 
and especially the haulage in¬ 
dustry 

“We try to pass the in¬ 
creases onto customers but 
on many occasions customers 
are refusing to pay them. 

“Fuel represents more than 
30 per cent of the operating 
costs of a commercial vehicle 
so any increases in its price 
are eroding further the al¬ 
ready very slim profit margin 
of haulage companies. 

“This is very unwelcome 
news and no doubt yet an¬ 
other increase will result in 
more hauliers going out of 
business.”

‘Morning 
after’ blitz 
on drivers 


TRAFFIC officers carried 
out a roadside operation 
to target "morning after" 
drink drivers on a busy 
Northamptonshire road 
yesterday. 

Police and staff from the coun¬ 
ty’s casualty reduction partner¬ 
ship carried out the operation to 
target motorists who were still 
over the limit from the night be¬ 
fore. 

The roadside checks took place 
on the A43, close to the Holcot 
roundabout, between North¬ 
ampton and Kettering, between 
8.30am and 9.30am. A total of 69 
drivers were breathalysed and all 
were found to be under the drink 
drive limit. 

The operation was organised 
as part of a police crackdown on 
Christmas drink driving. 

Sergeant Jon Hodgson said: 
“We’re delighted that no one was 
found to be over the limit this

morning and hope that the drink 
drive message is getting through 
to the public. 

“Many people don’t realise 
they can still be over the limit the 
morning after a drinking session. 
However, in the first week of this 
year’s campaign, officers have al¬ 
ready made one ‘morning after’ 
arrest and we don’t want to see 
any more.” 

During the first week of the 
crackdown, which was launched 
last week, 24 people have been 
arrested and 17 people charged. 
Of the 24 arrests, 17 were drivers 
over the age of 24. 

The figure is slightly down on 
the number of arrests made dur¬ 
ing the first week of the Christ¬ 
mas drink driving campaign last 
year. During last year’s festive 


campaign police arrested 108 peo¬ 
ple and charged 65 people with 
drink driving offences. 

Sergeant Hodgson, said more 
morning operations to target mo¬ 
torists still over the limit would 
be held throughout the festive 
period. 

He said: “We would urge eve¬ 
ryone to think twice before get¬ 
ting behind the wheel the morn¬ 
ing after a Christmas party and 
consider making alternative ar¬ 
rangements to get to work or take 
the children to school. 

“Further high profile roadside 
operations will be taking place 
throughout the county at all 
times of the day and night.”

Gun firm concern 


THE managing director of a North¬ 
amptonshire firm which supplied 
stun guns used on gunman Raoul 
Moat has claimed his company 
has been treated "shabbily" by 
the Government. 

A Home Officer Select Committee last 
week heard how Peter Boatman, a highly- 
decorated former police officer, had driv¬ 
en the devices to Northumbria in an early 
morning run on his own at the height of 
the manhunt for Moat. 

His business partner told the commit¬ 
tee the lone trip had breached the terms 
of the firm’s licence, but said Mr Boatman 
had simply wanted to help protect officers. 


Mr Boatman was found dead at his home 
in Kingsthorpe, Northampton, in October 
1, just days after the Government stripped 
his firm of its licence to supply police with 
Tasers. His company, Pro-Tect Systems, 
based in Daventry, was found to have 
breached the terms of its licence by sup¬ 
plying the X12 Tasers to police. 

At a Home Affairs hearing into Tasers 
this week, Kevin Coles, managing direc¬ 
tor of Pro-Tect, said Mr Boatman had 
taken the devices, which were still being 
tested by the Government, to Northum¬ 
bria Police on his own. 

He said: “He had a telephone conversa¬ 
tion and he then had gone off in the early 
hours of the morning. I wasn’t aware he 


had gone until the following morning and 
I said ‘why didn’t you give me a shout?’ In 
truth I would have gone with him because 
I thought it was in order. 

“The situation was pretty unique and it 
was an emergency situation. He had been 
a police officer for 32 years and was used 
to putting himself in harm’s way.” 

Asked if his firm had been treated fairly, 
Mr Coles said he felt the Home Office had 
“used a sledgehammer to crack a nut”. 

He said: “It has been a very, very diffi¬ 
cult time. I have to accept the transfer of 
the goods was in breach of how we were 
supposed to do it, with two people. But I 
have to say we have been treated pretty 
shabbily.”

TRON: LEGACY (PG, 125 
mins) Sci-Fi/Action.

R ETURN to the digital 
realm of Steven Lisberg- 
er’s cult 1982 adventure 
in Joseph Kosinski’s high- 
tech reboot, which screens in 
3D in most cinemas. 

Set in the present day, Tron: 
Legacy journeys back into the 
mainframe where battles are 
resolved using razor-sharp 
discs strapped to the charac¬ 
ters’ backs. 

Video-game addicts will be 
in their element, immersed 
in the frenetic action as the 
camera zooms around com¬ 
puter-generated arenas and 
landscapes. 

However, while screenwrit¬ 
ers Edward Kitsis and Adam 
Horowitz have certainly 
lavished attention on the 
graphics, they haven’t in¬ 
vested much programming 
time in either the plot or the 
protagonists. 

Somehow, they manage to 
stretch a 10-minute yarn 
about a son’s search for his 
errant father into more than 
two hours of techno-jiggery 
pokery. 

Moreover, since the film is so

reliant on visuals, you can’t 
help but be disappointed that 
the 3D isn’t utilised more dra¬ 
matically, especially during 
the deadly light cycle battle. 
Back in the 1980s, Kevin 
Flynn (Jeff Bridges) revo¬ 
lutionised the world with 
his technology corporation 
ENCOM. 

Then he disappeared without 
trace, leaving behind a young 
son, who always clung on to 
the faint glimmer of hope that 
his old man would return. 
Twenty-five years later, Sam 
Flynn (Garrett Hedlund) is 
just as tech-savvy as his old 
man but has no interest in 
ENCOM, other than hacking 
into the mainframe to release 
its software updates for free, 
just as Kevin would have 
wanted. 

Following a visit from old 
friend Alan Bradley (Bruce 
Boxleitner), Sam visits his fa¬ 
ther’s rundown arcade where 
a misfiring laser transports 
him into the mainframe. 

In this world of programs and 
viruses, Sam is reunited with 


his father and beautiful pro¬ 
tector, Quorra (Olivia Wilde). 
Complicating matters, 

Kevin’s digital doppelganger, 
Clu (Bridges again), rules the 
mainframe with his army, 
and is desperate to find a way 
out of the cyber universe. 
Kevin urges caution where 
Clu is concerned: “It’s his 
game now. The only way to 
win is not to play,” but Sam 
refuses to take heed. 

Tron: Legacy is frontloaded 
with action sequences so the 
second hour lacks momentum 
and relies on an eye-catching 
supporting turn from Michael 
Sheen to pique our interest. 
Bridges channels his inner 
Lebowski (“Sam, you’re mess¬ 
ing with my Zen thing, man!”) 
as both saviour and villain 
while Hedlund is a bland 
hero, possessing neither cha¬ 
risma nor any palpable screen 
chemistry with Wilde. 

The plodding script is 
enlivened by the occasional 
wry one-liner like when Sam 
explains to his father about 
the prevalence of wireless 
interfacing in 21st century 
society 

“I thought of that in ‘85!” 
chuckles Kevin. 

The heady whiff of nostalgia 
wears off quickly and it’s a 
struggle to make it to the end 
of Kosinski’s film without 
stifling a yawn.

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Vauxhall Astra sports Tourer 


I T doesn’t take long to realise how 
important the new Astra Sports 
Tourer is to Vauxhall - just 
consider the work that went into 
the design. 

Tens of thousands of Astra es¬ 
tates (sorry, it’s the Sports Tourer 
now) have done dual service as 
family transport and working 
man’s holdall, and Vauxhall is 
keen the new car continues the 
tradition. 

So, while the hatchback version 
came largely off drawing boards 
in Germany, the estate bit is an 
all-British design. 

The car will be built at Ellesmere 
Port in Cheshire for the whole of 
Europe and the estate part was 
conceived at VauxhaU’s engineer¬ 
ing centre in Bedfordshire. 

And part of the design brief was 
to keep the car practical. You can 
just hear the design team being 
briefed: “By all means make it 
look smart but never forget that 
space and easy access is a big part 
of the Sports Tourer deal.” 

Big it is, looking at least one 


size up from the old car. Indeed, 
if it’s a single box you’re trying 
to load, the Astra has more room 
than the Insignia, which occu¬ 
pies even more road space but 
sacrifices some space for a more 
sweeping rear window line. 

Most versions of the Astra 
Sports Coupe have Vauxhall’s 
FlexFold feature which flops part 
of the rear seat forward at the 
push of a button in the walls of 
the cargo compartment. 

Need a completely flat load floor? 
Then flip the rear seat base forward. 
Need more load length space? 
Remove the rear seat cushions alto¬ 
gether and leave them in the garage. 

There’s cleverness afoot in the 
luggage compartment cover. Give 
it a tap and instead of spooling 
forward into its own cassette it 
slides upwards, releasing room for 
loading smaller items. The whole 
assembly lifts out and hides under 
the boot floor when there’s an awk¬ 
wardly sized load to be carried. 

All this cleverness means the 
Sport Tourer takes a slightly 


longer load than the hatch and 
has 30 litres more load space (now 
500 litres) as well. 

Doesn’t sound much for the 
£1,000 or so premium over the 
hatch but every estate car owner 
knows the freedom from packing 
dilemmas that come as standard 
with an estate. You might also 
think most estates look better too. 

Brits buy more Astras than 
anyone and it’s good to hear the 
car’s suspension has been tuned 
for our especially awful roads. 
Certainly, the test car rode with a 
nicely judged firmness and felt as 
well built as anything in its price 
league, which starts at £16,575, 
some £500 less than the cheapest 
outgoing Astra Estate. 

Every Sports Tourer has air condi¬ 
tioning, electronic stability control, 
curtain airbags and an electronic 
handbrake which liberates extra 
space between the front seats. 

There’s the usual mix of petrol 
and diesel engines and the some 
models gain a stop/start feature 
early in 2011 to 


bring down the already competitive 
tailpipe emissions. 

There are four trim levels with 
the SRi test car riding on larger 
alloy wheels and firmer suspen¬ 
sion, neither of which upset the 
ride. My morning’s drive re¬ 
corded 44mpg, a decent figure in a 
car with a notably punchy diesel 
engine and feeling so solidly built 
it might have been hewn from 
stone.

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to Rushden & 
Diamonds goalkeeper 
Dale Roberts who 
died on Tuesday. 

The 24-year-old 

England C international 
goalkeeper had two loan 
spells from Nottingham 
Forest before signing a 
permanent contract at 
Nene Park in January 
2009. 

He graduated from 
Forest’s academy and also 
had temporary moves 
to Eastwood Town and 
Alfreton Town. 

Tuesday night’s FA 
Carlsberg Trophy first- 
round replay between 
Eastwood and Diamonds 
was postponed around 
two hours before kick-off. 

Diamonds chairman 
Gary Calder issued 
a statement soon 
afterwards to confirm the 
tragic news. 

He said: “It is with 
great sadness that this 
afternoon our England C 
goalkeeper Dale Roberts 
passed away. 

“Our thoughts and 
prayers at this time go to 
his parents, family and 
friends.” 

Kettering Town boss 
Marcus Law added his 
condolences. 

“It puts everything into 
perspective,” he said. 

“Football is a hobby 
for a lot of people and it’s 
work for others but life is 
far more important than 
anything. 


“My condolences go 
to his friends and his 
family. 

“It’s shocking news, I 
know they are our local 
rivals but you wouldn’t 
wish this sort of thing on 
anyone and I hope they 
come through it.” 

EastwoodmanagerPaul 
Cox, who had Roberts on 
loan at Coronation Park 
in 2006, said it was ‘an 
absolute tragedy’. 

“I was only speaking 
to him on Saturday and 
he was one of the nicest 
lads you will ever meet, 
as well as an excellent 
keeper,” said former 
Kettering Town defender 
Cox. 

“Some things are 
bigger than football and 
render it meaningless 
and this is one of them. 

“We totally understand 
the decision to call the 
game off after his passing 
away. 

“I have told Justin 
Edinburgh (Rushden’s 
manager) that if there 
is anything we can do 
to help at this very sad 
time then he only has to 
ask.” 

A Forest spokesman 
said: “Dale was with us 
for several years and 
was enormously popular 
with his team-mates and 
coaching staff. 

“We are deeply 
saddened by the news of 
his tragic death. 

“Our thoughts are with 
his family and friends at 
this sad time.” 


Myler will not settle for bonus 


Long-term 
deal for 
Tozer‘not 
on agenda’ 

COBBLERS boss Ian Sampson admits he 
would love to bring defender Ben Tozer 
in on a permanent basis - but says the 
transfer won’t be ‘on the agenda’ until 
the summer. 

Newcastle United stopper Tozer ex¬ 
tended his deal for another month last 
week and followed that up by helping 
the team secure a second clean sheet in a 
row in their 1-0 win at Stevenage. 

Sampson has been delighted with the 
partnership the 20-year-old has formed 
with Dean Beckwith, although he con¬ 
cedes there are still aspects of his game 
that require some work. 

But he would like to make him a per¬ 
manent addition to the defensive ranks 
at Sixfields, seeing similarities between 
Tozer’s situation and that of John John¬ 
son, who went back to parent club Mid¬ 
dlesbrough last summer before return¬ 
ing to Northampton on a full-time basis. 

“Ben is here for another month and 
he’s finding out how hard this league is - 
it’ll make a man of him,” said Sampson. 

“He’s played 14 games in his career so 
far and he’s learning in a tough league 
but he’s doing well so far which shows 
what a good player he is. 

“He still makes the odd error and the 
odd bad decision but that’s because he’s 
a young player, those things will come 
with experience. 

“I’d like to take Ben until the end of 
the season but I need to have a chat with 
him and his agent and see if we can work 
something out. 

“I don’t think a permanent deal is on 
the agenda. 

“He’ll want to go back to Newcastle and 
see what his options are there and try his 
luck there but it’s maybe something we 
can look at in the summer. 

“If we could get him, it’d be great be¬ 
cause he’s a smashing footballer and he 
just needs to learn the league he’s play¬ 
ing in.” 

The Cobblers this week also completed 
the extension of Craig King’s loan from 
Leicester City for another month. 

King is joined by a third loanee at Six- 
fields in Ryan Jarvis, and Sampson con¬ 
firmed there are no long-term plans for 
either player at this stage. 

“Craig has agreed to stay for another 
month so that’s all sorted out and Ryan 
is here until the first week of January, so 
we’ve got him for a while yet,” he said. 

“We’re not looking at bringing either 
of them in on a permanent basis just yet, 
we need to see how they go really. 

“If they perform for us then we’ll 
monitor it and have a bit of a look at it. 
I thought Ryan had some nice touches 
at Stevenage and Craig did well when he 
came on.” 


STEPHEN MYLER says there is no 
chance Saints will settle for a bo¬ 
nus point at Cardiff on Sunday. 

Saints won the first part of the 
Heineken Cup double-header on 
Saturday with a solid 23-15 win 
over the Blues, and with three 
wins out of three they are in con¬ 
trol of pool one. 

A losing bonus point would be a 
goodresultin Cardiff andkeepthem 
very much in control of their own 
destiny for the final two games, 


especially as the 2009/10 semi¬ 
finalists have won their last 12 
Heineken Cup games at home.

The Saints forwards won the 
battle against a tough Cardiff 


eight on Saturday, especially at 
the lineout and Myler is hoping 
they can do something similar 
eight days later. 

The fly-half, who was named 
man of the match on Saturday, 
said: “It is where our game is built 
on. If we can keep that going this 
weekend it gives us a platform to 
build on and play from. 

“But we are under no illusions, it 
is going to a massively hard game 
for us.”
